Approval.

I'lic Hague, Julie 19.— Dr. Zorn, the 
member of the Germu.ii delegation to the 
international pence conference who was 
despatched on Friday by Count Von 
Minister, the chief German delegate, 
ifter a conference with his colleagues, 
li> inform Emperor William personally 
of the condition of affairs in regard to 
the board of urhitrati (uostion, re- 
turned to Scheveningen to-day from Ber- 
lin. It is said, however, that owing to 
the absence of the Emperor, Dr. Zorn 
was only able to consult with the officials 
of the German foreign office. Dr. Zorn 
is reticent regarding li is mission, but it 
is understood he obtained the impression 
at. Berlin that nil hope need not be 
abandoned of effecting an understanding 
regarding the organization of an arbitra- 
tion board by amalgamating the various 
schemes. It is understood that Emperor 
William will reach a decision this week. 
Matters therefore remain unchanged and 
the committee will not meet until the 
Kaiser's decision is known. 

The general desire of the conference 
favors an established arbitration tribun- 
al, recourse to which shall be open, ft 
is believed that if Germany declines to 
participate, the other powers will still 
achieve some success before dispersing. 
They may decide upon it draft scheme 
pending Germany's decision. 

The Borlinger Tageblntl says it un- 
derstands tlmt Dr. Zorn's instructions 
involve a concession regarding the arbi- 
tration question. Government circles 
desire some positive result if there can 
he an absolute guarantee that the scheme 
will not harm German interests. 



IMPERIAL LIMITED. 

First of the Fast Transcontinental 
Trains Despatched on .Sunday. 

Montreal, June 18.— The Canadian 
Pacific inaugurated its new 100-hour 
service across the continent to-day when 
at !):. - ;o a.m. the first Imperial Limited 
drew out from the Windsor street station 
well tilled with passengers, some of 
whom were destined for .Manitoba and 
the Territories, others for the summer 
resorts in the Rockies anil others for the 
lacilic Coast. The number will be ma- 
terially added to at .North Hay, where 
the Toronto contingent \ V ' ill join the over- 
land fiyer, and at Fori William l>v pas- 
sengers who have gone by the lake 

rout,.. Despite tl j il.v hour and the 

fact that it was the Sabbath, there was 
u good crowd at the station, amongst 
whom were several prominent citizens 
and nearly all the chief officials of the 
railway, to witness the departure of the 
new Imperial Limited, which marks a 
new era in the railway history of Can- 
ada. 

The officials were deluged with con- 
gratulatory messages on the establish- 
ment of this n,. w service which practi- 
cally brings the Atlantic within four 
days of the Pacific, London within ten 
days of Vancouver, and Great Britain 
within three weeks of Japan.

Offered to Him Before Jameson Raid 
Put Him In Disfavor With 
One Element. 

I. (union. June 19.— In explanation of 
the opposition to Oxford University con- 
ferring u degn u Cecil Rhodes, the 

South African millionaire, it is ex- 
plained that an invitation to accept the 
degree was sent to Mr. Rhodes ill LS92, 
three years before the Jameson raid into 
the Transvaal. Mr. Rhodes was then 
nimble Lo attend the ceremony, and was 
informed that in accordance with cus- 
tom be could lake the degree when it 
was convenient for him. lie has now 
signified his intention to take it. The 
council is powerless to refuse it, nl- 
lliough ill view of events subsequent to 
IMIJ it is Strongly desirous of doing so. 
Hence tin application which i- headed 
by the Master of Haiiol, has boon widely 
signed against conferring the degree. 
The council will be asked to publish the 
petition in the University Gazette, which 
seems to be the most thai it can do. 



THE S A. MO AN DISPUTE. 

Kingship May Be Abolished lo Settle 
Conflicting Claims — The Gorman 
Position Stated. 

Berlin, .lune 19.— In the reicbstag to- 
day Baron von Buelow read despatches 
outlining the situation at Samoa as al- 
ready fully known, the only new point 
being the German commissioner's state- 
ment that the commission received both 
Malietoa Tan us and Mataafa as having 
the same rights as party leaders, and 
the announcement that the possibility of 
strife may be ended by the abolition of 
the kingship. 

Baron von Buelow mentioned the de- 
parture from Samoa of Admiral Kautz, 

Mr. Maxe, the British isul, and l-Ierr 

Rose, the German consul, and the release 
of. Uerr On-IIuffiuigol and Marquadt, the 
two Germans arrested during Lhc 
troubles (lifter the commission had as- 
sured itself of their complete innocence), 
and he continued: "The first work of the 
commission will he the restoration of 
pence and legal conditions in conformity 
with tile Samoa act. It would lie in 
accordance witli article 138 if in the 
settlement of the future government the 
wisli of the inhabitants were consulted 
by a majority vole of the recognized 
chiefs, or by a more extended vote of 
flic people. But I repeat emphatically, 
we will take no side in the local issues 
or in regard I" the candidates for the 
throne. We do not approve of the parti- 
sanship of the agents of other powers 
in behalf of Malietoa Tanus. 

"Another tusk before us is to see our 
subjects in Samoa Indemnified in accord- 
ance with the principles of the laws of 
nations, for losses through destruction 
of property or illegal arrest. (I. oud 
cheers.) This question, however, will 
only be ripe for diplomatic action after 
the restoration of order. I hope the ac- 
tivity of the commission will result in 
just and equitable settlement. We will 
not cede any of our rights, but at the 
same time we do not forget that, com- 
plicated international disputes must lie 
treated with quiet deliberation 
cold blood."

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, June 1!).— A digest of the 
Privy Council judgment in the Point 
Ellice bridge suits was received here to- 
day. The Lord Chancellors in deliver- 
ing the judgments of their Lordships, 
said : 

The first question which arises is, 
what was the cause of the' accident? 
It resulted, they thought, from the break- 
ing down of the bridge from its internal 
defects, coupled with the fact of a tram 
car running over it at a part where, 
from natural decay or other circum- 
stances, the bridge had become incap- 
able of sustaining the weight. 

The next point was whether those re- 
sponsible for the condition of the bridge 
had been guilty of neglect which led to 
the accident. Some questions had been 
raised as to the sufficiency of the evi- 
dence to establish the responsibility or 
any one, but it was right to say that 
(here was evidence adduced on both 
sides of the condition of the bridge and 
the circumstances of the accident. The 
jury had had before them the question 
whether the approximate cause of the 
accident was decay of a particular beam, 
and their lordships thought there was 
evidence from which the jury might 
fairly arrive at a conclusion, and. that 
there was no ground for disturbing their 
conclusion. 

The next question was as to who was 
responsible for the condition of the beam. 
A serious question might have arisen as 
to whether the responsibility rested on 
those by whose acts an unusually heavy 
weight was allowed to pass over the 
bridge, but the point had not been sub- 
mitted to the jury or raised in the argu- 
ment, and consequently must be dis- 
missed from consideration. The cor- 
poration undoubtedly from 1S92 had had 
care of the bridge, and one of their offi- 
cers bored holes in a beam at a place 
where the jury found the accident arose. 
There was ground for the verdict of the 
jury that those proceedings materially 
weakened the beam. 

It was objected that although the cor- 
poration were in physical possession of 
the bridge, the nature of the legislation 
in Rritish Columbia was such that the 
bridge was not in point of law in i>os- 
sessioii of the cor|Kiration, but of persons 
wrongly pretending to be the corporation, 
and that their acts were ultra vires. 
The Rritish Columbia legislation was 
such that roads and bridges were left 
to he adopted or not by particular muni- 
cipalities from time to time created. It 
was Koughl lo be argued that a general 
act of the legislature simply gave muni- 
cipalities power to make by-laws, and 
that a by-law vesting the bridge iii the 
corporation was a necessary preliminary 
to treating their nets as corporate acts. 
Hut the act nowhere prescribed any par- 
ticular form of adoption, and there was 
ample evidence that such an adoption of 
the bridge by the corporation had taken 
place. The fact that the municipality 
had taken in hand the management of 
the bridge was sufficient to satisfy the 
statute. If the question of there being 
no adoption was to he relied on, it would 
be necessary for the corporation to es- 
tablish flint they had no authority to 
take over the bridge. It was impossi- 
blt to maintain that the acts of the cor- 
poration were not within their powers, 
or that they did not do acts for which 
responsibility was sought to .attach to 
them. 

None of the points raised by the cor- 
poration were sustainahle, and their lord- 
ships would humbly advise Her Majesty 
that the appeals should be dismissed 
with costs.

eaten by animals. The other men were 
doubtless driven by hunger to the awful

When he arrived there an immense ice 
Hoe extended across Marsh lake, closing 
the entrance to the river, and then 1 were 
a thousand men then- waiting for it to 
break. Their release came on June 10, 
when the ice suddenly broke up and 
started in cake s for the lower reaches 
of the river. The scows and boats fol- 
lowed closely upon it. and no doubt most 
of them are now al Dawson- The water, 
Mr. Munn says, is very low in the river, 
ami there is considerable doubt as lo 
whether .steamers will be able to make 
tl M , trip from St. Michael to Dawson. 
There is a great divergence nf opinion 
ns In whether the conditions are favor- 
able I'm' a rise, but the big companies are 
taking 110 chnnces, and are sending their 
goods down by scows. About 2,000 
people left Bennett and 1,500 Lake La- 
barge. About 200 boats had passed 
Lake Tagish. The steamers are now 
running regularly between. Bennett and 
White Horse, and although all tin- Daw- 
sonites have left Bennett, the little hike 
town was booming, among the buildings 
being erected being a Presbyterian 
church to seat SOO persons. 

Tlte steamers running to Atlin had a 
little dilllculty at lirst in crossing the bar 
at Cariboo Crossing, both the Australian 
and Cleaner being stuck in the sand, 
'Phe water, however, rose, and both were 
released without suffering any damage. 
The Australian returned to Bennett. On 
Iter second trip to Atlin the Gleaner met 
with another accident, her cylinder head 
blowing nut.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 

Thomas R. Mitchell Cuts His- Thxoat 
and Then .Tumps Into the A'rm. 

Thomas It. Mitchell, a lnd of nineteen 
and son of a local painter, who lias f" r 
some time past been in the emjiloy of 
Messrs. Thomas & Grant, is nt present 
a patient in the surgical ward of the 
Jubilee- hospital, ligthing with all the as- 
sistance professional skill can give him to 
prolong a life which mi Sunday evening 
he mnde a determined effort to destroy. 

Suicide had evidently been deliberately 
contemplated, for after cutting his throat 
so that his head hung limp and horrible 
by the hall' s, vered neck, Mitchell sprang 
into the water iu order that th 
work might be made complete. 

The instinct of sel f-preserv 
pears to have risen superior to thi 
cidnl mania at the touch of the 
water, for Mitchell forthwith struck out 
lustily to keep nllont, his baclr-hnnd 
stroke being RUllicient to keep his h 
and severed windpipe above the 
stained water until he was fished out an- 
sell! to the Jubilee with a police escort 

Mitchell had been despondent for soin 
time past, family matters being the pat 
ticuhi r basis of his nielli ncholia. 
also somewhat unbalanced in 
mutters in which lie evinced d 
terest: and hereditary insanity, 

ed his temporary derangement when he 
reached the conclusion that he would end 
his unhappy existence. That this de- 
termination had been arrived at more 
than a week ago is indicated by an 
entry in his notebook picked up at the 
Gorge — the scene of last Sunday's tragedy 
— and reading as follows: 

"June 11— -The Oorge. Victoria, B.C.— 
"Cod be merciful to me, a sinner." 

Possibly reason triumphed on that oc- 
casion in time to prevent a consumma- 
tion of the mad deed planned: perchance 
it was his courage that failed Mitchell 
at the moment for action. 

Be this as it may. he returned to the 
Gorge last Sunday — walking our from 
town — and with a razor he lind' carried 
with him hacked his throat from right 
side to left, cutting through the wind- 
pipe, half severing the head with an 
immense and tagged wound, but missing 
Hie jugular vein. 

Then he coolly closed the razor: re- 
turned it to the ease and the case to his 
pocket; and sprang ipto the water this 
being shortlv before seven o'Cltielt. 

He was looking very well yeslerday at 
the hospital considering the narrowness 
of his escape, and although not allowed 
to talk appeared more cheerful than for 
da'-s past, the loss of blond having been 
good for his menial malady. The medi- 
cal men now four chiefly 'be develop- 
ment of pneumonia, which would be al- 
most certain to complete the deadly work 
Mitchell has himself begun.

The Danube 

Strikes Again. 



Vessel Hits Hard and Then 
Beached on Denman 
Island. 



Some of the Valuable Infor- 
mation Derived by 
H.M.8. Egeria. 



Agnln bus the O.P.N. Company's steamship 
Danube felt the rocks. Kin- struck In the 
treacherous water lying between Cupa Lnzo 
:ui<l Dcnmtin Island yesterday morning, und, 
though since benched, is at present full of 
water. The despatches U> the company's 
office did not give full particulars <>f the 
accident, bin It septus very evident that 
the steamer will be unable to proceed North 
and that much of her cargo is destroyed. 
She 1» beached on the Denman Island side 
of the passage, and from this It would ap- 
pear that she can be readily floated and 
taken buck to Victoria. Cape Lazo, Im- 
mediately opposite. Is very rough, and 
boulders extend all the way to Denman 
Island. The water, ton. Is very shallow 
and the locality generally dangerous. The 
Danube took this course Decause she had 
been to Union, near by. and it was In it 
direct line North. She was freighted 
heavily, carrying with other cargo 30,000 
feet of lumber for the Canadian Develop- 
ment Company and large shipments for the 
Pacific Contract Company and the Vlctorlii- 
Vukon Trading Company. Among her pas- 
sengers are the following: Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnes and suite, ex-Mayor John 
Grant, Post Office Inspector E. II. Fletcher, 
Hev. J. Field. Hugh McLean, Mr. and 
Mrs. Morun, W. n. Armstrong, Mr. Lleke, 
Mr. O'Connor, S. G. Spent-, E. B. Hall, J. 
Lendgrecn, W. A. Robertson, J. A. Boss, 
A. L. Brownlee, J. Oognn, M. Hognn, Mr. 
and Mrs. Trefors, J. N. Pearson and J. P. 
It. Morrison. It Is not known yet whether 
the passengers and freight will be sent 
on or brought hack to Victoria on another 
vessel. The C. P. N. Company officials 
were In a quandary as to what to do up till 
last evening In the absence of information. 
The steamer Queen City will be despatched 
to the vessel's assistance to-day, and 
whether she continues North or returns 
to Victoria will depend, largely on the posi- 
tion the Danube is In. Meanwhile the 
Maude Is standing by and offering all as- 
sistance possible. The Danube bus been 
very unfortunate this year. She had only 
Just come out of dock, having on her pre- 
vious trip struck about tour miles from 
Comox.

Steamer Wilrnpa Arrives Front ut Un- 
eventful Trip— Eva Close- to Shore.

ALL WILL BE SEIZED. 

Ivilborn Steamship Company in Trouble 
With the Canadian Customs. 



The seizure of the little Yukon steamer 
Ivilborn, chronicled in the Colonist of 
Sunday, is understood to have been 
merely preliminary to the arrest of nil 
three vessels of the line, the property of 
the Kilborii Steamship Co. of Beat tic, 
whose representatives declared war 
against the four-cornered combine just 
alMiut n month ago. The three bout* re- 
ferred to are steel launches of about 50 
or 60 feet in length, and operate on the 
Upper river, connecting nt White Horse 
with other liners. It is understood thai 
they are taken possession of by the 
Canadian customs for the reason that 
they are not registered, have never paid win 
duty, and are not properly certificated f I 
or officered according to the requirements 
of Dominion law, 



All things going well, and the present 
delightful weather proving faithful, Vic- 
torians will enjoy the opportunity of us- 
ing water direct from the new reservoir 
in about five weeks. The work necessary 
ci ensure this privilege is advancing 
moot lily and with gratifying xiahkI, 
fourteen or fifteen very capable men be- 
ing kept busy under the direction of City 
Engineer Topp. 

At the preseut time, the slopes or sides 
of the reservoir having been completed 
during the past week, the work of hiving 
n five-inch Hour of concrete in the basin 
is progressing, tile area of this bottom 
being roughly 270 feet by MS. Kn.in 
this the slopes rise fourteen feet, com- 
posed of seven-inches-thick concrete. It 
is expected that the work of Mooring with 
the cement will exhaust about three 
weeks, and after giving the concrete II 
week to set, the water will he turned 
on, the old system now in use being alto- 
gether done away with in five weeks or 
less. 

Engineer Topp fully anticipates that 
a much improved quality of water will 
result from the adoption of the new- 
reservoir, although no change in pressure 
is of course affected. The only difficulty 
to he anticipated is that the new filters 
will clog with the vegetable matter so 
prevalent In the lakes, but which does 
not in any way decrease the health ful- 
ness of the water if competent judges 
are to be believed. The only remedy 
for the clogging is to keep the iilters 
cleaned, which is not really so very for- 
midable an undertaking. 

The work of laying the 2-4 inch con- 
necting pipe between the new reservoir 
and the main is proceeding simultane- 
ously with the cementing of tit" reservoir 
floor, and this connection will be com- 
pleted even before the resen oir. 
* * * 

Under the supervision of City Engineer 
Topp, the -work of laying permanent 
sidewalks lias been commenced on the 
west side of Government street, in the 
neighborhood of the old postofflce, the 
intention being to continue the work as 
rapidly as corporation laborers can dis- 
pose of it and tlie funds last. A start 
will also lie made very shortly on Fort 
street, which with the new pavement 
will bo materially changed in its now 
must objectionable characteristics. 

It does not seem that anything has 
been done by the council looking to the 
burial of all telephone and telegraph 
wires or the permanent paving of the 
'ets. As for Fort street, it may not 
much matter— as Mr. Topp points out 
—the interested section of thoroughfare 
being so shun thai it would be an easy 
matter to find another avenue for the 
ir?s, 

Government street is also coming in 
for attention, however, and the engineer 
agrees with the people who are agitating 
for tit" p! .•!.•• ,;• w'tP's nnd, fgcuuml, 
that when a radical depart tit e is made 
lis in the matter of paving, the stand 
should be taken for the getting of wires 
underground. The opportunity is an 
excellent one. and if the experience of 
: in •: iiiltnitel.i larger than \ let. lii is to 
be taken as creating precedent for Brit- 
ish Columbia's capital, the burial of the 
wires is equally as economical to the 
companies in tin end.

THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 

We agree with the Globe Li> regretting 
<-xeee(iiagly that the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor did not sec tit before leaving for hii 
trip to tic North to not upon the sue 
gestion mode in the Colonist n few days 
iigo and call upon his ministers for a 
.statement regard Lag the working of the 
eight-hour law and some assurance that 
its injurious effects will only be tempor- 
ary. We think it was and is liis duty 
to do so, for the province has suffered, is 
suffering and will continue to suffer from 
this ill-advised legislation. 

On the general proposition of an eight- 
hour day. the Colonist takes the position 
that this is a matter which ought ti> In' 
left to the employer and the employed to 
settle between themselves, subject to 
such supervision as will prevent the 
former from Imposing upon the latter. 
The shorter the hours, up to a certain 
limit which no one can indicate in ad- 
vance, the more labor must be employed, 
which is on the face of it a good thing, 
hut if more labor is to be employed 
lower wages must l>e paid, or the cost 
of the product must he increased, which 
are both bad things. The labor agitator 
will say that by shortening the hours and 
keeping up the rate of wages, all that is 
done is the employer's margin of profit 
is reduced, but as a rule competition cuts 
this down to the smallest limit consistent 
with the successful carrying on of busi- 
ness, for the employer must have a sutll- 
cient margin to make it worth while tak- 
ing the risk of losses, or he will not en- 
^ogt' in business, and hence there will 
bo no demand for labor. All this is 
elementary, and it is what one 
woald suppose legislators wotud 
ill mind when. «tteir>«pti ns t„ pass 
la-Ws dealing \vitb labor, but nol 
five minutes wen! devoted t<> the 
consideration of these principles. <>r in- 
deed of any principle at all. when the 
eight-hour law was passed. No one 
alleged in tin' legislature that the men ia 
the metalliferous mines were being over- 
worked and ought to have shorter hours. 
No one asserted that they were being 
underpaid. No one thought it worth 
while to ask ir work in these mines 
could be carried on as advantageously 
in eight-hour as in ten-hour shifts. No 
one thought it necessary to inquire if 
the shortening of the hours of work 
would have any effect, upon the rate ■ »t" 
wages. In fact every elementary iprin- 
eiple that ought to have been taken into 
account was disregarded, and the law 
was railroaded through with even less 
consideration than is given to a roimal 
motion to adjourn. 

We have in British Columbia a Unreal) 
of Mines, with a minister at its head. 
The question of hours of labor might 
very well be left In the supervision of 
this Bureau, which eould hear what both 
sides have to say, and could in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred arrive at a 
conclusion perfectly satisfactory to all 
concerned. Workingtnen, when not in- 
terfered with by irresponsible agitators 
and self-seeking politicians, are 
thoroughly reasonable. Capitalists have 
no disposition to crush their employees. 
A little good sense, a little mutual for- 
bearance, U little effort to understand the 
economic question* involved, would pre- 
vent the great majority of labor troubles. 



THE DOCK CHARGES. 

The more the action of the public 
■works department in reducing the dock 
charges at Etfqulmult is inquired into, 
the more evident it becomes that the sub- 
ject cannot have received as much con- 
sideration as is desirable, for surely such 
n reduction would not have been made 
without there was good reason to suppose 
some benefit would result from it. In the 
absence of any authoritative explanation 
of his reasons, it is to be presumed that 
air. Turtc has been led to believe that 



the present charges kept business away 
from Esquimau. If this "wore the case, 
and care had been taken not to need- 
lessly interfere with private interests, 
no one would have anything to say 
against the reduction, 'for it is better tbut 
the government should get a smaller ree- 
fer dockage and workingmen mure em- 
ployment than that reverse conditions 
should prevail. That such a reason might 
have influenced the minister is evident 
from the fact that no reduction has beeu 
made in the charges at the government 
dock in Quebec. When Mr. Tarte comes 
to examine into the facts, we are o.uite 
confident he will realize that the change, 
so far from being in the interest of those 
whom he would desire to serve, is really 
likely in the long run to do them an in- 
jury. We think this is demonstrable and 
will deal with the question a.t some length 
for the purpose of making the demon- 
stration. 

If the object of the reduction is to 
secure new business, where is that busi- 
ness to come from? The vessels requir- 
ing to be docked may for convenience 
be divided under four bends: Steamers 
plying to the Orient and Australia, ves- 
sels owned or making their home ports 
on Puget Sound, local shipping and mis- 
cellaneous sea-going vessels of nil kinds 
and nationalities. Taking up these 
classes in detail we have first the vessels 
engaged in the Oriental trade. Owing to 
the very much cheaper price of Oriental 
labor and the fact that Hongkong is a 
free port, the regular Oriental liners 
would nut dock at Jisqiiimiilt if the dues 
fur dockage were altogether abolished. 
Even under the old scale the fees at Es- 
quimau were one half what they were 
at Hongkong. Steamers engaged in this 
trade will only go into dock here, when 
it is imperatively necessary to do so, and 
in such a case the fee would cut no figure 
lit all. The same remark applies to Aus- 
tralian vessels, which will only use the 
Esquimalt dock in cases of emergency. 
These vessels when requiring to he dock- 
ed will not seek Puget Sound or San 
Francisco for that purpose on account of 
the fees, because the charges there are 
higher than they were at Esquimalt 
under the old scale. 

The reduced fees are not likely to at- 
tract the second class of vessels, that is 
those owned or controlled on Puget 
Sound. Local feeling runs strong there 
and will prevent owners and agents from 
sending their vessels to a Canadian dock 
except in eases of extreme necessity. It 
is useless for the government to think of 
catering for Puget Sound business, by 
cutting rates, which were already lower 
than those charged over there. 

The third class, that is the local ship- 
ping, has not asked for a reduction, does 
not complain of the old charges and 
would not under any circumstances seek 
docks elsewhere, especially as the charges 
elsewhere are higher than the scale just 
altered at Esquimalt. 

We think it reasonable to conclude 
from the above reasons that neither of 
the above three classes of shipping are 
likely to contribute any more than they 
do now to tbi' business of the dock by 
reason of the reduced fees. We come 
now to the fourth class, namely, the mis- 
cellaneous, that is, the vessels tbut may 
come from anywhere and everywhere to 
use the dock. 

The competing points with Esquimalt 
are Puget Sound and San Francisco, 
Following are the rales at these points:

We think it very (dear from the afore- 
going thai the reduced fees will not lead 
additional vessels to come to Esquimalt, 
at least in any very considerable num- 
bers. On the other hand the effect of 
the reduction will he to compel the ship 
railway to rinse, and this means thill 
at any day Esquimalt may cease to he 
a port where vessels of the mercantile 
marine, even our local craft, can l»C! 
handled. Close the marine railway, put 
one of Her Majesty's ships in the (bode 
for six months or more, as has already 
happened, and even our local shipping 
will be driven to Puget Sound for re- 
pairs. We think, therefore, that it is in 
the interest or workingmen that Messrs. 
Billion's enterprise should nol be killed 
by such a reduction in the rates. In 
addition mention may he made of the 
fact that the .Messrs. Bulled are con- 
stantly seeking for business, some of 
which goes to the Esquimalt dock, and 
if they are driven away no one will do 
this, and the loss will full upon the dock 
us well as upon the workingmen. 



THE DIVORCE EVIL. 

The New York Nation recently dealt 
wiUi what it culled " The United States 
Marriage Scandal " in a manner which 
ought to arouse the attention of all 
thoughtful minds in that country, and is 
not unworthy of consideration by Cima- 
•lians- Spraking of the condition to 
which legislation has brought matters, it 
said: "The institution of mnrriage can 
hardly be said to exist among us, any 
more than in the lifth century at Borne, 
when twenty wives in succession was not 
an extraordinary allowance, even for a 
Christian deacon." So common is 



divorce becoming, suys the New York 
paper, Hint .people who are content to 
live together as man and wife " until 
death do them part" ure beginning to he 
regarded as prudes, fossils and old fogies. 
Perhaps this is stating the case more 
strongly than the facts yet warrant, but 
undoubtedly the drift is in that direction. 
In some of the 'states the law is such that 
the marriage tie can be dissolved practi- 
cally at the mere whim of the parties, 
and divorce is looked upon as the easiest 
and simplest way of settling a trumpery 
dispute. The consequence is that mar- 
riages tire contracted without any 
thought of the responsibilities of the 
relationship. The marriage ceremony 
has been robbed of all its iinpressivenoss 
by the substitution of mayors of cities 
and justices of the peace for clergymen, 
who rattle off sonic sort of formula, 
with about as little regard for tht> 
.solemn nature of the act as if they were 
ordering a drink. The next step in the 
way of fa eili tating the entrance into the 
marriage relation is the invention of 
what is called " the common law mar- 
riage," which was not known to the 
common law. This consisU in an agree- 
ment between two people to live together 
as man and wife. Sometimes they sign 
a paper to that effect, but this is not al- 
ways regarded as necessary. Indeed it 
is a fact that in the United States to-day 
tin' newspapers will speak of a man's 
"common law wife," and the courts will 
.seriously consider her rights, when the 
relations of the man and woman are 
such as every law of God and man re- 
gards as both illegal and immoral. We 
arc far from denying that divorce should 
lie denied in any case; we are far from 
saying that marriage is wrong unless the 
benediction of the church goes with it; 
hul it is worse than folly— it is absolute 
madness — to shut our eyes to the teach- 
ings of history, which show that with 
the disregard of the holiness and per- 
manency of the marriage relation conies 
national decay.

Such 
being the case, the pity should not go 
abroad for iiHsi«tiino<>, to the exclusion 
of home talent. lie moved in amend- 
ment that the comiideration of this (innl 
section be deferred. 

Aid. Humphrey had felt Bomnvhnt ns 
AU], WUIInmH, in Hympnflry with the 



home man, who was a personal friend. 
It would have to be remembered, how- 
ever, that Mr. Topp would ho responsible 
for the work, and it would be scarcely 
fair, therefore, to go i gainst his selec- 
tion. 

The amendment failed to find a sec- 
onder, and the ruport was thereupon 
tdopted. 

From the water committee came a re- j 
port in reference to the Tait -Application, 
which read as follows: 

"Regarding the petition of Messrs. A. G. 
Tait and others for extension of water 
pipes on Four ISa.v road, 1 hog to recom- 
mend that their request be granted, the 
city laying the .pipe from the corner -of 
Ampblon street along Lelghton road to 
Koul Bay road, a distance of about 250 
feet, those desiring the water to continue 
the pipes at thoir own expense The 'city 
has on band a quantity of 2&-M1CU .pipe 
taken up I'roni'I iindoru street which can be 
used for this purpose." 

This report led to the -observation by 
Aid. Humphrey that iu his opiuiou all 
city w.uter supplied outside the corporate 
limits should be sold by meter, and by 
meter only. One instance that has come 
under his own observation emphasized 
his contention— a non-resident user of the 
101k l.ake>water, a man paying but $1.25 
per .month -for his service, was using the 
water freely for irrigating his field of 
growing- graiu — and this, too, while in thej 
city consumers were being watched by 
mini hired for the purpose, and prose- 
cuted in the police court if thoy happen- 
ed to use water a little later -than per- 
mitted ,bp regulations, for the watering 
of their lawns. 

The ..Mayor quite agreed with the al- 
derman who had introduced the sub- 
jnut, anil all outside water services shoa'd 
be bv-reeter, and the same, position was 
taken by Aid. Beckwith and Stewurt. 

The report was unanimously adopted, 
with the understanding that meters will 
he used in the projected service. 

In Cat ure the principle will he observed 
whenever tlie question arises, that all 
outside service must be by .meter. 

In.. i! second report tlie water commis- 
sioner reported thai .to grout Mr.. V M. 
Uattenbury's application fur water at 
his new residence, Oak Bay, it would be 
necessary to lay l.liTitl of ipipe, at an es- 
timated cost of $275, including the cost 
of.'SOU feet ol pipe now on hand. The 
proposed line would serve but three ad- 
ditional water-users' at .present, .and it 
was recommended tiiat new ones should 
be required to pay proportionately to- 
wards the original cost. 

Tbis report occasioned some little de- 
bute, the opiuion being .general that ap- 
plioants for water outside the limits 
should iu nil cases supply their own. pipes, 
laid to a connection with the eity«fiervice, 
the city supplying the water bhereufter 
by meter. 

Mr. Italtenbury will Ibe informed that 
the council will grant him water upon 
tliiK,..understitnding.

Did it mean that 
the city proposed to erect fences, and 
establish by legal process tlie title of the 
private claimants of the property; or did 

Ii mean simply that tho "No Thorough- 



fare" signs wotiH be put up — which was 
all that was necessary? The repairing 
contemplated slrauld be limited to Mary 
and Skinner Streets, where this road 
crosses, and 'no stand should be taken 
as to the title of ownership. 

Aid. Beckwith was unable to agree 
with the report of the majority of the 
committee, by which it had been present- 
ed. He whs satistiod that the closing 
of the road would mean a legal light; 
while he regretted to see that no pro- 
vision w us made for the large number of 
people 'making use of the Oraigflower 
road jit present— or for sidewalks. 

Aid. 'Brydon also opposed the adoption 
of the report, on the ground that no 
estimate of actual cost had been present- 
ed, mn\ it would be a confirmation .of tlie 
titlc'of the private claimants. 

"Can the city give to another a .title of 
which it is not itself oossessed?" 'inquired 
the Mayor of the solicitor., "a title thnt 
does not exist?" 

That gentleman replied that no per- 
son or body corporate could pass a non- 
existent title, unless by act of 'parlia- 
ment a title were first lU-eated, lit which 
delightful Irishism the council smiled 
Audibly, Mr. Brndburn joining In. 

The Mayor endorsed the recommenda- 
tions of the report lis in the 'bast inter- 
ests of the city, and it was finally adopt- 
ed on the votes nf Aid. Cameron, Hay- 
ward, Stewart, HuirrrJUrey und Mae- 
Oregor, the names of Aid. 'Williams, 
Brydon and BeckwiCh being recorded 
contra. Aid. Kinsman as an interested 
party declined to participate 'in tlie dis- 
cussion, which he enjoyed from a seat 
in the public benches. 

From the city or Blaine wvus received 
a cordial invitation an enjoy their Fourth 
of July celebration, which was accepted; 
while from Secretary Elworthy of the 
Rourd nf Trade came a reqneSI that the 
council en-operate with the hoard in ar- 
ranging for the <mtertninment of the 
members of the Canadian .Mining Insti- 
luie mi til tension of the'ir contemplat- 
ed visit to Victoria, and Vancouver Isl- 
and. The hoard proposed, he explained, 
lo take the gentlemen reTerred to on a 
tour around the near-by mines, iiht; they 
hoped to have the assistance of the coun- 
cil in the matter. 

Mayor Redfeni thought this was a 
poiul at which the city -should certainly 
draw the line. Tt was all very -well to 
assist in the entertainment of press visit 
nrs, who did the city some good, bul this 
was n different mutter raltogettier. The 
milling institute was a private organ 
ization and nothing more. 

Aid. Williams took issue with the 
views nf the Mayor. Victoria's inter- 
ests, he pointed nut. -were very closely 
identified witli the exploiting and devel- 
opment of the mines of the island, ami 
there was no better -way nf making the 
value of these mines Tcnown 'than now 
presented itself. 

Aid. llnyward also thought something 
should be done, and at his initiation a 
special committee was named to confer 
with and co-operate -with the "Board .f 
Trade, this committee beiirj ei.mi -sei 
of Aid. Humphrey, Tlsiywun! •ne. Kins 
ma n.

Grand Forks. June in.— The locnl agency 
of the Eastern Township Bank was opened 
on Thursday morning, and is already doing 
an extensive business. Handsome quarters 
have been fitted up In Commodore Rlden's 
new block on Winnipeg avenue and First 
street. The fixtures and office furniture 
are of artistic design, and were supplied 
by Jones, McCutcban & Co., of this city. 
J. W. McLaughlin, formerly manager of 
the Huntingdon. Que., agency. Is the local 
manager. At the recent annual meeting of 
the bank the president, It. VV. Heneker, 
snld. In part: 

"The directors have the pleasure at the 
close of another quarter— t he fortieth— year 
of business to meet the shareholders and 
render and account of their stewardship. 
Although the annual returns may be classed 
as satisfactory, the net earnings of the year 
linve not been as large as they anticipated 
n year ago; but this Is accounted for by 
the active compel It ion which Is now taking 
place In every branch of business, banking 
not excepted. The shareholders cannot 
but he aware of the fact that the gold- 
benrlng region of British Columbia Is being 
Inrgely developed: and after careful con- 
sideration the directors come to the con- 
clusion that It would be wise lo open a 
branch at Grand Forks, B. 0., a town on 
the direct line of railway. leading Into 
the heart of the mining region. Smelting 
works will be established at tills point 
and a profitable business Is looked for. 
which, It Is Intended, shall be conducted 
upon strictly business principles, as at other 
points." 

LOOKING TO THE FUTURE. 

Following the recent purchase of Sprag- 
gett's ranch for ?10,000 by J. P. Graves 
comes the announcement that he has also 
acquired two adjacent properties, McLaren 
Bros.' ranch, situate on the boundary line, 
and consisting of 12"> acres, as well as the 
ranch of Vaughan and Melnnes, comprising 
100 acres. This gives him a block, situated 
on both sides of the Kettle river, of nearly 
GOO acres. The recent deal displays the 
foresight of Mr. Craves, who has many 
projects and enterprises In view in the 
near future. He has Intimated that the 
recent purchases have no relation to the 
construction of the big smelter on the north 
fork of Kettle river, one mile from Grand 
Forks. The purchase would seem to Indi- 
cate that he has acquired possibly for 
speculative purposes the only other avail- 
able smelter location in this entire region, 
nis wisdom is apparent when considered 
In conjunction with future railway con- 
struction and the orlormous possibilities of 
the smelting industry in the Boundary coun- 
try In the near future. The valley from 
here to the boundary line four miles ills- 
tnnt and the approaches to it from the 
American side of the line forms the entire 
International key to the railway problem 
In all this portion or southern British 
Columbia. It is also significant that C.P.R. 
engineers, who have already surveyed two 
lines from Grand Forks to the boundary 
line, nre now engaged In laying out a route 
from Grand Forks to Camp Republic. They 
are surveying up the Kettle river and 
thence along Curlew creek to the great 
American camp. There Is a race between 
this outfit and a rival survey party In the 
employ of the Great Northern to get the 
best location between these two points. 
The Great Northern engineering party nre 
working up from Republic, and were re- 
ported to have reached Curlew on Wednes- 
day. 

A MICH STRIiCR. 

A surprisingly rich strike lias been made 
on the Sunset and the Peter Mascot frac- 
tion, adjoining claims on nardy mountain, 
about five miles from tills city. Although 
only two shafts thirteen feet and ten feet 
In depth respectively have been sunk at a 
considerable distance apart on «thc same 
ledge, the entire hoi torn of both are In ore. 
Assays give a value of $34.80 In gold per 
ton. No attempt was made to select picked 
specimens. Development work will hr 
pushed extensively. The claims, which 
H ere located last year by Robert Clark, 
nre owned by ,1. A. Keough anil Peter A. 
'/. Pare, of tills city. Rich claims in tile 
same vicinity now under bond to Porter 
Bros., of the Kansas City Smelting Com- 
pany, are the Tennessee and Betts. 

It Is expected that copper will also be 
struck when further depth on the Sunset 
and Its mate Is attained. 

COMPARED W IT 1 1 OTHERS. 

The recent good results obtained from 
assays and from trial shipments sent to 
outside smelters is tending to remove the 
erroneous and widespread Impression that 
the copper-gold ores of the Boundary coun- 
try nre low-grade in character. Cumula- 
tive evidence has tended to prove that the 
majority of the mines In this section are 
In reality high-grade propositions. This 
Is apparent when demonstrated with the 
showings and values of big dividend-earning 
properties in the copper licit of Lake Su- 
perior. From figures prepared by Professor 
Sutton, of the Houghton, Mich., school of 
mines, It Is learned that the famous Calu- 
met and Hecla mines with a vein that does 
not average eleven feet In width and 
which varies from two to twenty feet in 
width has paid $02,000,000 In dividends. 
The ore, moreover, does not average 4 per 
cent, in copper, contains a little silver and 
carries no gold values. This mine and Its 
smelter and refinery employs 15,000 hands, 
and supports a city exceeding a population 
of 40.00O. Then, according to the snme 
authority, the Atlantic with values of only 
three-quarters of one pt' cent. In copper 
has paid dividends aggregating $7. r >0.000. 
These propositions until developed by means 
of large capital were classed us failures. 
The same conditions apply to other big 
dividend-payers. Including the Cliff, Central, 
National nnd Frnriklln mines. All this 



ought to serve as an object lesson to the 
people itf Southern British Columbia, de- 
monstrating that they have a heritage of 
Incalculable wealth. Not only nre the ore 
deposits In the Boundary enormously large 
ami of greater permanency, but they con- 
lain much higher values than those of the 
much-vaunted Lake Superior district, which 
gives employ men I to 100,000 men. 

FROM THE NORTH FORK. 

s. 1<\ Haltson, superintendent of the 
Ma m moth and Diamond Ditch properties, 
on the north fork of the Kettle river, ivus 
in town to-day, lie reports that the de- 
velopment work on both properties con- 
tinues to lie carried out on an extensive 
scale. In addition to the existing tunnel 
and two shafts, a double compartment shaft 
Is now being sunk on the ledge upon the 
Mammoth. Tills will be the main working 
shaft and near it will be installed a com- 
pressor plant as soon as further depth is 
attained. The face of the tunnel is all In 
ore of shipping grade. A number of promi- 
nent mining men who recently visited the 
properties, which are controlled by the 
same management, have expressed the be- 
lief that the Mammoth and Diamond Hitch 
will soon be dividend-payers; la fact. ;i 
considerable shipment of ore will be made 
as soon as the Granby smelter begins opera- 
tion. 

HOTEL CLOSED. 

The Columbia hotel, owned by the Co- 
lumbia Towuslte Company, lias closed its 
doors. The Immediate cause, coupled with 
the dulness of trade, was the failure to 
provide for the payment of :\ note for $578, 
on account of furniture supplied by a local 
merchant. The obligation fell due on the 
!)rd Instant, but the time was extended 
until Saturday. The funds not having 
been forthcoming, the furniture was at- 
tached and removed by bailiffs yesterday. 
Quite u crowd witnessed the proceedings. 
Several guests hustled out of bed expressed 
their Indignation In vigorous language.

A POLITICAL HUMBUG.

Mr. MeMullen, member for N'orth Wel- 
lington, has at length achieved political 
greatness. The honorable gentleman bus 
been In labor for yenrs without produc- 
ing anything calculated Ui enrich either 
the statute book or "Hansard," but on 
Wednesday he brought forth, nothing less 
than a new parliamentary expression; the 
very image of its fond parent. Since the 
houorahle and reverend member for Bur- 
rard enriched the vocabulary of parlia- 
ment with the expression "Tummy-rot," 
there has been nothing quite so elegant 
as Mr. McMulleu'B "Humbug," added to 
the literature of parliament. Mr. MeMul- 
len, however, had one decideil advantage 
over Mr. Maxwell In that while ids off- 
spring was promptly legitimized by the 
deputy speaker declaring it "Purlin uiena- 
ary, though not polite, Poinniy-ro, " 
lias not yet received the sanction of official 
recognition. 

There can he no doubt that "Humbug," 
as a Canadian parliamentary expression, 
derives much of its interests from Its 
maternity. Webster derives the word (not 
the parliamentary expression) from "hum," 
to Impose or deceive, and '•bug," a frightful 
hbject, bugbear;" and Ids third definition 
is "one who deceives or hoaxes." 

One of Webster's definitions of "hum" 
Is "to flatter by approving;; to cajole; to 
Impose on." Another deAnltloji Is "to make 
a dull prolonged nasal sound like that of a 
bee In tllght; to drone; to murmur;' to buzz; 
as a top hums," Still another definition 
is "to make a drawling sound through the 
nose, in the process of speaking." Who bns 
hnd the privilege of hearing the sllver- 
tongue, we beg pardon, the sllver-nnsed 
orator of Ontario, humming bis tuneful lay. 
about the Iniquities nf protection nnrl the 
expenditure and the debt and the spoons 
and napkins at Rideau Hall will ever ques- 
tion ILs legitimacy of the descent of that 
choice parliamentary expression "humbug." 
Who that has seen the honorable member 
for North Wellington condoning, in his 
pplltlcal friends, the sins that lie preached 
against In his political opponents; who that 
has seen him adopting, while Ids party it is 
office, every principle that he and it curnnd 
while in opposition, will ever question the 
right of the honorable gentleman to 
speak with authority on the subject of 
"humbug." We feel that It is not quite 
polite; we are not sure that It is parlia- 
mentary; hut we are convinced that It is 
good grammar, and beyond contradiction to 
say that there arc humbugs, there nre 
damned humbugs nnd there nre McMuIlens.

Then the Lays came back by the first 
available steamer, full of that humility 
which is more precious than rubies, 
having learned a lesson, and thankful 
that the bund was out at Coldstream, 
and could nut therefore meet them any- 
, where else. 

Vancouver possibly had the 'ilea that 
they would duplicate that memorable 
performance in the return match, and 
leave the resident players tangled up in 
sackcloth when the lield was won. If 
such had been their fond dream, how- 
ever, they said nothing it bout it before 
taking the boat for home Saturday— and 
in any event it was found that black 
would not luu-munize with navy blue on 
that occasion- 

The Bays hnd simply evened matters 
in a neat and workmanlike manner at 
the tiraL opportunity, and although Van- 
couver bad not so much as the one odd 
game to comfort them, they went, borne 
filled with a great and commend able do' 
termination as lo practice. 

That is the lesson of such defeats us 
Victoria received at Vancouver, anil 
Vancouver received here. If Victoria 
is to make a commendable showing this 
season, each and every member of the 
team must turn tip for practice. It does 
not do to take chances and send on the 
lii id a twelve half id' whom have pre- 
pared themselves for winning and half 
of whom have not. It isn't fair to the 
workers; it isn't fair to the team or the 
colors. 

There were "features" all through 
last Saturday's match that deserve ereil 
second day comment. Belfry's great 
checking and his sureiiess on tin- hall 
was a feature; George Williams' 
splendid stickwork and his combination 
playing, with Belfry and Frank Smith 
more particularly, was another. A third 
was Lorimer's magnificent attention to 
cover point; he knew his position and 
played it to perfection. Then there was 
main's scries of line runs and his in- 
variable good judgment in disposing of 
the hull safely. White's heady playing 
all through the last match may be count- 
ed a feature; Frank Smith's care of 
inside home (although he should improve 
his catching before the next series 
match: and Sammy Norman's marvel- 
loun vv«i k in goal was [surely a feature 
of features.

Onllin did not seem at home 
in his new place on the field — due no 
doubt, to some extent to his lameness — 1 
and displayed the same fault that marred 
Tito's playing — misgauging distance in 
passing, overthrowing and slowness. 
Scholefield was much in the same lix 
Ifor rowing is not training for lacrosse), 
and did not play his game or his position 
with his old familiar dash. 

Of course, it is to be remembered that 
lacrosse playing is not an easy pastime, 
and the three gentlemen named hnd not 
practised simply because they had no 
intention or desire to play, but hnd been 
practically pressed into service at the 
last moment for the honor of tin- Hag.

Out Of the Southern Seas, It Is reported ill 
advices brought by the ft. M.S. Warlmoo, 
there comes 11 new puzzle to baffle the an- 
tiquarians or else to furnish for savants 11 
fascinating objective point— the reconcilia- 
tion of the prehlstorls races of the world. 

Professor Mueller, of Munich, who has 
been engaged In certain scientific work for 
a German linn hi Samoa during two years 
past, Is I he author of tills new sensation 
for scientists, and bis discovery Is tills: 

That while there has never before been 
any suggestion of affinity or relationship 
between the prehistoric races of America 
and (he Islands of the South Pacific, sneli 
relationship was an actuality, as p roped 
by numerous specimens o( centuries old 
household utensils of earthenware, orna- 
ments, carved pipes, weapons of copper and 
mica, and hatchets of stone which he has 
during the last six months been exhuming 
from a scries of mounds on otic of the 
smaller Islands of the Lndrones group, dis- 
tant about DO mill's from Sun Iguuclo de 
Agana, the capital, on Guajan Island. 

These articles and the mounds themselves 
are pronounced by Professor Mueller and 
scientific men with whom he has conferred 
at Sydney, to he precisely shnllnr to the 
relics and habitations of the long-passed 
mound builders of the lower Mississippi 
valley and Central America, more particu- 
larly the latter. 

Some 22 mounds In nil have been opened, 
and a characteristic feature of the series 
Is found to be the presence of wells simil- 
arly built to those In ancient American 
excavations. The monads, too. are con- 
structed In symmetrical or geometrical 
figures, eclipses or rectangular parallelo- 
grams usually, enclosing areas varying from 
t 170 to twenty acres. 

The discovery was In a manner accidental, 
but none the loss Interesting. Professor 
Mueller had been making a lour to study 
the copra supply prospects, and was for the 
tlmebelng accompanied only by natives. 
He moved nboul among them as they work- 
ed, and was vastly surprised to see them 
using in their simple cooking several bowls 
nnd a hatchet of stone, such as he had E 
before, but never outside of the antiquarian 
Section of a museum. 

Interrogating the natives, he lea rued thai 
the objects to excite has curiosity had 
boon found on an Island twenty miles dis- 
tant— "dug up from the ground." This 
Island he immediately visited, together with 
n second nol far removed, of which t 
natives had said nothing, finding on em 
mound-enclosed spaces yielding many tre 
ures of antiquity. 

There was. however, nothing to indicate 
Interment nf bodies, and it is presumed 
that the mysterious prehistoric race had 
other methods of disposing of I lode deai 
than burial— probably a great oblong stou 
Lose or altar with hollowed centre am 
bottom flues (clearly forming a draft ti 
assist fires placed upon the top), which 
was discovered in the largest mound 
closure opened, may have been the ere 
1 1 011 stone of the forgotten race. 

The natives have neither legends nnr folk 
lore to account for the mounds or their 
makers, Indicating that they are not de- 
scended from the vanished race (us Indeed 
nil their own Implements, utensils, etc., 
would also Indicate!; while the Spanish 
residents of neighboring Islands can throw 
no light upon the suhjeet. They have 
known of the mounds for centuries, they 
say, but had never f«dt tempted to probe 
their mystery. 

Indolently satisfied to bo nllve themselves, 
the life and history of n vanished people 
la nothing to them, even If that people 
nnd the forerunners of the red Indian upon 
the American continent can he proved one 
nnd t he same race.

COLUMBIA & WESTERN. 

Chief Engineer Tyo Pays 11 Visit to 
Victoria— Work Progressing. 

Mr. \V. P. 'I've, of Trail, the chief engi- 
neer of const ruction on the Columbia & 
Western railway, lias been spending 
sevcrul days al the driurd, accompanied 
by Mrs. 'Tye, Miss Egun, of Belleville, 
nnd Mr! Muloney, of London, Out. The 
party returned last evening to the Koot- 
enuv country, where Mr. Tye still 1ms 
Import it lU work before him in connection 
with the big undertaking with which he 
is so prominently Identified. 

The road, which is designed to take 1o 
market the ores of the Boiinilury coun- 
try, and ultimately to establish the long- 
talked of IVnticton connection, is, Mr. 
Tve says, now graded for 25 per cent, nf 
its entire length, only 11 short stretch re- 
maining to he disposed of at the (JriHnt- 
wood-Midwa.v end. 

Track-laying is also completed for 
about ,".S miles, and the builders cannot 
but feel satisfied with the measure of 
progress attained, when the dilBculties of 
the situation nre fairly considered. 

In the Hrst place, the engineering dilll- 
culties to be overcome have been enor- 
mous; then again, the work lias been 
very much hold back through the large 
amount of bridging i<> he done— the 
country providing very little if any ser- 
viceable timhor, and materials for the 
bridges having to be hauled ill in conse- 
quence us the road advanced. 

It is to bc> expected that the building 
of the second section, from Midway on 
to IVnticton. will follow very shortly 
upon tlio completion of the work in 
hand, for the company now have three 
survey parties in the field, and the dis- 
tance from Midway to the new objective 
point is hut !>•> utiles, through infinitely 
easier country than that traversed by 
the road from Itobson to Midway. 

Preliminary explorations are also being 
made by way of the Similknmeen to- 
wards Hone, the intention being to con- 
nect the Kootenai- roads ultimately with 
the main system at this point— or In 
reality to provide a second or alternative 
main line penetrating the great mining 
districts of the Kootonays and reaching 
the prairies by way of the Crow's Nest 
line. 

This road will be an exceedingly busy 
one, for it will be even more direct than 
the presunt main line, nnd traverses a 
rich mineral region: for scenic grandeur 
it will possibly be inferior to the great 
western section now penetrating the 
British Columbia Alps, but it will never- 
theless present a ran- and more diversi- 
fied panorama. 

One of the firs-1 nnd chief advantages 
of the present O. & W, line will bo to 
lake the ores of the milling districts 
penetrated direct from the dumps, mak- 
ing delivery either at the Trail smelter 
mow in operation! or nt the 5<M)-ton 
smelter at Croud Forks, which Mr, J. 
P. (haves is about starting to utilize the 
output of his various properties. 

Several others smelters through the dis- 
trict are projected; while new mining 
1 amps are daily coming into existence 
as the railway advances to give access 
to what has heretofore been much of an 
impenetrable country. 

Much good agricultural land is found 
through the Kettle river valley, in the 

vicinity of Gr 1 Porks, Midway nnd 

(Ireen wooil: while the connection estab- 
lished with the Crow's Nest line solves 
the full problem, as coal and coke can 
be brought lis soen as the rails are laid, 
through to Midway without even break-
